Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: At the request of Applicant's representative, the Examiner and his 
supervisor initiated a telephonic interview with Applicant's representative in order to discuss an appropriate amendment 
that would overcome the 1 01 rejection to claims 9-16 and also a proposed amendment to independent claims 1 ,9, and 
17. An agreement was reached to amend the preamble of independent claim 9 from "a computer program product in a 
computer readable medium..." to "a computer program product in a computer readable recordable-type medium..." in 
order to overcome the 101 rejection to claims 9-16. Applicant's representative also discussed the amendments to the 
specification in order to remove duplicate pages 81-82 and 1 18-1 19 as well as the addition of "hardware" to 
independent claims 1, 9, and 17 in order to overcome the 112, second paragraph, lack of antecedent basis rejections. 
Applicant's representative also stated that the arguments section of the future amendment would point to sections of 
the specification that provided antecedent basis for the proposed limitation "...and a performance indicator associated 
with the one or more addresses is encountered" to be added to independent claims 1, 9, and 17 as well as examples of 
what a "performance indicator" entails. The Examiner also raised an issue about the problem that the limitation "one or 
more addresses" in independent claims 1, 9, and 17 caused when taking into account the claim limitation "...a 
combination of values obtained from the hardware counters is present" also in independent claims 1, 9, and 17, such 
that in the case where there is only "one address" it follows there would be only "one hardware counter value" and 
therefore there could be no "combination" of values. The Examiner proposed amending the claim to read "plurality of 
addresses" and Applicant's representative indicated he would need to discuss this proposed amendment with his 
clients. 
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
